1929 Review and 
Outlook for 1930 


HIS year’s “Annual Review Num- 
ber” takes added interest 
this time because the first-hand 
statements from executives the 
bookbinding and book manufacturing 
plants, manufacturers equipment 
and supplies, and publishing houses, 
regards the possible reaction the 
stock market decline business. 
These statements speak for them- 
selves. There has been attempt 
made the editors gloss over 
some observation which 
deemed pessimistic. But note- 
worthy that majority the opin- 
ions expressed, representing true 
cross section the book manufactur- 
ing and publishing world, report that 
the volume books manufactured 
and sold 1929 more than compared 
favorably with previous years, and 
reveal confidence that 1930 will 
prove another good year, not better 
than 1929, based the encouraging 
figures issued the National Asso- 
ciation Book Publishers the con- 
ference Washington and which ap- 


pear this issue.

American Book Outlet 
Shows Big Gain 


OST statistics are seldom inter- 
esting, especially when they deal 
with kilowatt hours, freight car load- 
ings, per capita this and that, but the 
figures issued from time time 
the National Association Book Pub- 
lishers can hardly placed this 
category. 

One the chief reasons, course, 
the way which Miss Marion 
Humble, the executive secretary, pre- 
sents them. Then, again, the data con- 
cern product, books, that rises far 
above the level commodities 
goods which seem lend themselves 
heavyweight fact-collecting. For 
instance, say that the people 
the State Delaware bought many 
books last year, the statement far 
more likely attract attention than 
the bald fact that consumed 
many tons cement coal. 

The latest figures show that the 
great American public today read- 
ing more than ever before, which 
augurs well for the future the book- 
binding industry. Not only has there 
been steady increase titles dur- 


ing the last eight years, with 9,176 
titles 1928 (the 1929 figures from 
January December already 
total 9,422 titles) but there has been 
increase book interest the 
daily press. 

While there were 208 newspapers 
1922 which featured book depart- 
ments, there are now 368. Also where- 
there were 1,433 bookstores and 
book departments the N.A.B.P. 
lists 1921, there are now 4,200. 

doubt whether there are many 
industries the country whose out- 
lets and increased publicity concern- 
ing the finished product have shown 
such increase. 

And shouldn’t forgotten that 
the N.A.B.P. itself showing su- 
per-healthy growth. When the pub- 
lishers’ association was organized 
1922, there were members. Now 
the membership 86. Another note- 
worthy record.

Increasing Publishing Volume Hailed Good Sign—Industry Largely 


Unaffected Wall 


ONFIDENCE that stable condi- 
tions will obtain the book 

manufacturing and bookbinding 
industries during 1930—with the pos- 
sibility that the year will better 
than 1929, the increase 
titles and volume—char- 
acterizes the views leading binders 
different parts the United States, 
whose statements appear below. 


This conviction features most 
the statements, despite the fact that 
the nation recently experienced one 
the sharpest stock market declines 
its history and which was first ex- 
pected have far-reaching effects 
our economic life. the consen- 
sus practically all the views pre- 
sented that the inherent prosperity 
the country, with its vast resources, 
enabled withstand the sudden 
shock topsy-turvy “big share” days 
Wall Street; and while some reper- 
cussions have been felt other fields, 
the book manufacturing and bookbind- 
ing industries have not been affected 
any great extent. 


Pamphlet binders and library bind- 
ers join with the edition binders and 


book manufacturers this view 


the opinions given the accompany- 
ing symposium—coming they 
from the executive heads plants 
actively engaged the respective di- 
visions the bookbinding industry— 
prove unmistakably that this feeling 
based actual facts and can 
regarded accurate analysis 
conditions within the industry the 
New Year dawns.

George Bird, The Plimpton Press, 
Norwood, Mass.: 
“In the past year our industry com- 
pares very favorably with that 
1928. think careful survey would 


show that the bookbinders bound more 
books during 1929 than 1928. 


don’t look for any depression 
account the Wall Street develop- 
ments the textbook business the 
so-called general trade business. 
think very likely will affect the 
higher-priced books, such set work 
and luxe bindings, which are con- 
sidered more less luxury. 

“It difficult forecast the pros- 
pects for 1930. Strenuous efforts are

“We have found trade conditions 
good for this time the year. The 
tone business decidedly brisk and 
there have been gratifying number 
inquiries. would appear the 
moment that the trade whole has 
suffered ill effects from recent Wall 
Street events. This was rather un- 
expected many the bookbinding 
industry, but easily understand- 
able when consider that book vol- 
general trade conditions the con- 
sumption other commodities. 
would say that the outlook for the 
forthcoming months favorable.”

Henry Conkey, president, 
Conkey Co., Hammond, Ind.: 

“Only limited way have no- 
ticed any effects our business re- 
sulting from the recent stock market 
debacle. For our company the year 
1929 has compared favorably with 
that 1928. 


“It difficult for prophesy 
what effect the stock market decline 
may have our trade next year, but 
cannot personally see where the ef- 
fect should serious, for our funda- 
mental conditions, far the major 
industries are concerned, have not 
been materially changed. consider 
our plant investment worth equally 
much today was three months 
that the recent decline the price 
stocks will have psychological effect 
the buying public. fully con- 
vinced that the vast majority the 
people this country are not affected 
financially, and they will soon forget 
all about the stock market crash, and 
business will the middle 1930 
resume the same volume that existed 
last year prior October. look for

“In speaking for our own business, 
can say that 1929 was the biggest 
year have yet had and that 1930 
promises still bigger. The mar- 
ket for books the United States 
still enormous, and from per 
capita angle the surface has barely 
been scratched. have embarked 
new publishing venture, feeling 
that stimulating reading among 
people who have previously not bought 
books that are benefiting the pub- 
lishing and bookbinding business 
creating wider market for books. 

have been interested state- 
ments that may not such 
good business year. While true 
that the automobile and building in- 
dustries may feel the Wall Street 
slump, believe the publishing, book 
retailing business and the book manu- 
facturing industry can look forward 
1930 with confidence. in- 
teresting fact, and true, that when 
business slow other lines the 
book business has good, not, 
prosperous year. That standard 
fact, based years close as- 
sociation with the book manufacturing 
industry.”

Elbridge Palmer, president, 
Tenn.: 

“Our production during the past 
year has been little better than ten 
per cent higher than 1928, and our 
gross business dollars shows about 
the same improvement.

This tendency 
commended, for, coupled with greater 
concern over costs and manufacturing 
methods, indicates awakening 
trade consciousness which has been 
lethargic for many years. 


“There have been interesting devel- 
opments almost every branch the 
bookbinding industry, which taken 
whole indicate noticeable desire 
and attempt make binding opera- 
tions matter machine production 
instead man-power. There are al- 
ways some outstanding examples 
fine bindings, new ideas strength- 
ening methods, the materials and 
the processes, but not recall 
any particularly noteworthy example 
that 1929 has produced.
